Post reported today. 
The Post quoted informed sources as 
saying the investigation, described as 
' exhaustive'' in scope, was centered on 
Helms’ testimony two years ago before 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee on the CIA’s involvement in 
Chilean politics and the Watergate 
affair. 
Helms denied in Febuary, 1973 that 
the CIA had anything to do with 
attempting to overthrow the Salvador 
Allende government in Chile. 
But 
in 
testimony 
before 
the 
committee Jan. 22, which was made 
public Sunday, Helms said he should 
have answered “ in a much more 
extensive way’’ when asked about any 
CIA link with Chile. 


CIA Director William Colby told a 
House Armed Services subcommittee 
that the CIA spent $11 million in Chile to 
support anti-Allende programs 
Helms told the committee last month 
that he had “ no intention of lying ... no 
intention of deliberately misleading" 
the panel. 


During confirmation hearings to be 
ambassador to Iran in Febuary 1973, his 
current position.

Waterate conspirators E. Howard Hunt 
Jr 
and G. Gordon Liddy had no 
relationships with the CIA since Hunt 
retired in 1970. 


It was later revealed that the CIA had

with the September, 1971 break-in at the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
The Post said that Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General Kevin T. Maroney is 
in charge of the Helms investigation and 
that the probe had only recently started.

Conceivably, there may be more in 
Lompoc because of the city council 
election ” 
Voter turn-out is traditionally low for 
the College Board of Trustees election, 
but this should not be so for several good 
reasons, according to Conrad Besides 
approving the college’s annual budget, 
the trustees are delegated by law some

19 other duties and responsibilities — 
most of which determine the quality and 
quantity of educational programs AHC 
offers to the community 
Are you pleased with the current 
academic 
year's

series and arts and lecture series? They 
include such programs and personalities 
as the Utah Symphony, Ballet Mexicano 
Folklorico, 
anthropologist 
Richard 
Leaky, journalist John Sack, and ESP 
expert Hugh Lynn Cayce. 
If so. you may thank the trustees to an 
extent because they ultimately consider 
and approve the series But if you think 
the series are a waste and that money 
could be used better in other ways, you 
can blame the trustees 
And if you should want more classes in 
business and economics offered at the 
AHC campus at Cabrillo High School, 
you should inform the trustees of your 
desire because it is their responsibility 
for the overall supervision and operation 
of Hancock. 
More 
specifically, 
however, 
you 
should inform the trustee from Lompoc. 
He was elected to represent trustee area 
number 4, this area. 
The Allan Hancock College District is 
composed of five areas: Santa Maria; 
Orcutt and the unincorporated area 
south of Santa Maria; the three school 
districts of Blochman, Cuyama, Los 
Alamos; 
Lompoc; and Santa Ynez 
Valley (including Gaviota). 
A representative from each area is 
elected for a four-year term; not all 
trustees are elected in the same year. 
Three trustees are elected one year and 
two years later the remaining two are 
elected. 
On March 4, trustees from Lompoc, 
Orcutt, and Santa Maria will be elected 


by the voters at large. In other words, 
the people in Lompoc will be voting for 
representatives in trustee areas number 
1 and number 2 and number 4. Lompoc is 
district number 4. 
“ This is so that a trustee will have 
concern for all the districts and not just 
his own,” Conrad explained 
The legal qualifications of a trustee 
are that he or she must be a registered 
voter and reside in the trustee area he 
represents. Conrad offers three other 
qualifications that he feels a trustee 
should possess. The trustee should be: 
— Concerned with the educational 
programs and opportunities for the 
college aged and adults of the AHC 
district. 
— Concerned for the effective use of 
tax funds because all school districts are 
supported by public money. 
— Concerned for the staff of the 
college — faculty and non-certificated 
employes, including secretaries, clerks, 
and gardeners. 
Conrad 
sites 
the 
above 
general 
qualifications 
because 
most 
board 
policies center around the three areas. 
He adds that a trustee should be 
concerned with the special needs within 
his area. 
For example, AHC extension classes 
are held on Vandenberg AFB, Cabrillo 
High School, and Hapgood Elementary 
School and a new Lompoc Valley Arts 
and Lecture Series opened recently to 
the public. The Lompoc trustee should 
be always aware if the programs are 
currently meeting the needs of Lompoc 
area residents. 
Hence, Conrad specifies, “ It would be 
unfortunate if a person ran for the board 
just because he is interested in how the 
tax money is spent. He should be also 


concerned 
with 
the 
quality 
of 
educational programs of the college. 
“ There is such a thing of having a 
good educational program and operating 
efficiently with the money that is 
available. 
The 
trustee 
should 
be 
concerned about both things, not either 
one exclusively.” 
He indicated he feels that there are no 
issues involved in next month’s trustee 
election: " I think it will be a matter of 
both candidates presenting themselves 
to the public and the public evaluating 
the person and the program...” 
When 
Conrad, 
who 
lives 
in 
Vandenberg Village, 
was asked if 
trustees are paid for their time and 
service, he smiled. The answer is no, 
and he has often pondered why a person 
would choose to devote the time to be a 
trustee without some kind of pay. 
“ The only motivation I can think of is 
a person’s desire to be of public 
service,” he offered.

representative from area number 4: 
incumbent Edmund Burke of 230 South 
E St. and trustee hopeful Ed Diaz of 301

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford, envoking the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln on the anniversary of his birth, 
today called on Congress to unite with 
him “ at once on an effective program 
for national recovery and economic in­ 
dependence.” 
Ford issued the call for unity in the 
face of growing congressional opposition 
to his economic-energy program during 
ceremonies at the Lincoln Memorial 
where he placed a wreath. 
Speaking emotionally to a crowd 
gathered in the rain, Ford said, “ None 
of our problems facing us are as severe 
as those facing Lincoln ... human 
slavery and civil war between the 
states...” 
“ But we are confronted with the need 
to achieve economic emancipation. As 
President I believe it would be fitting to 
memorialize 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
by 
rededicating 
this administration 
to 
reviving 
the 
moral 
and 
spiritual 
strength which he bequeathed to us. 
“ The finest testimonial I can conceive 
for Abraham Lincoln is for Congress and 
the President to unite at once in an 
effective program for national recovery 
and economic independence.” 
Following the ceremony, Ford made a 
surprise appearance at a luncheon 
honoring comedian Bob Hope sponsored 
by the National Student Council, which 
books 
entertainment 
on 
college 
campuses. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters Ford has lined up 
a series of breakfasts, dinners and meet­ 
ings with congressmen and senators to 
exchange views on his package and to 
plug for the program. 
Nessen said Ford “ feels he has made 
some headway with the governors” that 
he met during his trips to Atlanta, 
Houston and Topeka, Kan., during the 
past 
two 
weeks. 
“ He 
thinks his 


explanation of his program is getting 
across,” Nessen said. 
Ford summoned his top economic 
advisers to a meeting in the Oval Office 
today to review the recession indicators. 
Later Ford scheduled a short trip to the 
Lincoln Memorial to place a wreath in 
honor of Lincoln’s Birthday. 
Asked whether Ford was willing tc 
compromise with the Democrats and 
consider changes in his program, 
Nessen said, “ The President is always 
willing to listen. At the moment he has 
heard of no compromise” that he is 
willing to accept. 
Nessen also said that Ford is sticking 
by his directive for an escalating fee 
increase on foreign oil which would 
raise the levy to $2 dollars on March 1 
and $3 on April 1. 


Domestic policy 
role for Rocky

After a month of discussion within 
Ford’s inner circle, approval has been 
given to Rockefeller’s proposal to reor­ 
ganize the Domestic Council and make it 
a long-range policy planning body.

Rockefeller assistants said today that by 
the end of the month, two top vice 
presidential aides would be named to 
head the council’s 30-member staff. 
Rockefeller met twice today with 
Ford and top White House aides, 
reportedly to discuss the Domestic 
Council plan. 


Seven school board hopefuls take the rostrum

Nearly 100 persons were on hand last night in First 
Presbyterian Church for the Rev. Kenneth R. Boyd’s forum 
for school board candidates 
All seven candidates for three seats on Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Trustees, plus both area candidates 
for one seat on the Allan Hancock Community College 
District Board of Trustees, made presentations. 
Voters will go to the polls on March 4. 
Karl Braun, incumbent, spoke first. 
Braun dwelt at some length on the fact that beginning on 
July 1 he will be the senior member on the board. That will 
come about he said because two incumbents with longer 
tenure on the board than he and whose seats are up for re- 
election do not choose to continue. 
Braun said he hoped the advent of the new superintendent 
would signal a “ greater spirit of cooperation between the 
board, the staff and the public." 
Braun called for a close look at the Williams facility and 
resource study, decisions on the use of about $2.3 million in 
windfall or one-time-only monies; more budget sessions for 
the public; a closer scrutiny of curriculum and 
some 
special effort to seek out public input into education 
matters. 
Later he declared: “ I support the Regional Occupation 
Program (ROP). It’s a marvelous program,” and then in 
answer to some critics, concluded “ It’s a start, it’s an entry 
level skill program.” 
Joseph Grbac, a retired person and candidate apologized 
for what he termed his own modest oratorical skills, but

nevertheless ticked off a list of what he felt needed some 
attention. He said he was concerned about the district’s 
teaching of basic skills, about the variety of education 
opportunities and about the need to provide students with 
saleable skills. He cited his own experience as a worker and 
called for more emphasis on vocational education. He said 
his experience would enable him to guide the district’s 
maintenance and renovation projects. 


In other respects Grbac called for closer liaison between 
the schools and the community, said the schools should be 
operated more democratically and deplored what he 
described as the public ignorance of education affairs. 
Edward Rodgers, another of the candidates, noted some 
deficiencies. He said, “ I favor returning to basic living 
skills” and declared that more emphasis should be placed 
on math, reading, English composition. 
On the later subjects, Rodgers advocated specialized 
teachers with classes no larger than 15 to 16 students. 
He said he’d support ROP now, but would work to change 
the law to shift the state money and the control from the 
county to the school district. His plan, he said would 
eliminate duplication of administration. 
Rodgers recommended that the district establish a 
vocational education department and expand the programs. 
In other respects, Rodgers said he favors the proposals for a 
hot lunch program in the schools and that he favors an 


affirmative action program much broader Uian tfte limited 
initial effort of the school district. 
Jack Helman who served on the board as an appointee 
from 1968 to 1971, said the district had quality education and 
that he wanted to help retain it and even improve on it. 
He said he wanted to avoid tying himself too closely to 
education issues of the moment, because those issues would 
change. He said voters should seek a balanced individual 
who could make sound decisions based on a careful scrutiny 
of the facts and public wishes. 
Helman stressed the need for outstanding leadership 
qualities as vital for the conduct of board affairs. Earlier he 
had said he had the qualifications, and the experience to fill 
the job. 
Barbara Berg cited her long and deep involvement in 
education affairs ranging from PTA work, to participation 
on committees for the revision of student behavior policy, 
the countywide 
student attendance review, and the 
Williams research study. She characterized a report on the 
latter effort as a “ roadmap” for future education decisions. 
She said she was opposed to closing more schools now 
despite declining enrollment, and declared she was 
“ supportive of ROP.” In other respects she said she had 
favored hot lunch programs, but that the board would have 
to see what the public would support. 
She cited a report to indicate some progress was being 
made to overcome deficiencies in basic education skills. In 


other respects Mrs. Berg said she favored more inservice 
training for teachers, favored more music and art classes at 
the elementary level and pledged to take the staff and the 
public into her confidence. 
Alberta Morgan, candidate, called for more counselors in 
the freshman and sophomore years of high school to aid 
needy students gain scholarships. She spoke at some length 
about the need for more emphasis on vocational education 
and said there was a critical need for courses in essay 
composition as a basis for student communication with the 
world. 
She said she wants to get more youth involved in 
education decisions and that an underground newspaper 
which she showed the audience spelled out the true student 
thinking. She said it showed “ what’s really happening in the 
schools.” 
In other respects she would give teachers more time on 
the job for grading class papers; cited her experience as a 
teacher as invaluable in dealing with the current staff. She 
said she favors a hot lunch program and is pushing the joint 
use of facilities by government agencies. 
Charles L. Zink, candidate, said he was running for the 
board because “ children aren’t getting a good, complete 
education,” and that the district “ is turning out kids who 
can’t 
add or 
write.” 
In other respects he said 
communication skills must be improved, that a hot lunch 
program would cost only about $50,000 a year; and called 
for more vocational education. “ It’s no shame to be a 
carpenter or a plumber,” he declared. “ We’ve been training 
our kids to be Rhodes Scholars and they’re not all that 
way.”

Two county supervisors called on County 
Transportation 
Department 
chief 
Leland 
Steward Tuesday to put more emphasis on 
funding bikeways. 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie, of 
Lompoc, and Supervisor James M. Slater, of 
Goleta Valley, said they felt Steward could do 
more in this respect, after Steward had 
presented a report on programs funded by the 
Local Transportation Development Act of 1971, 
commonly known as SB 325. 
Slater, supervisor of the Third District 
embracing much of Goleta Valley and Santa 
Ynez Valley, told Steward that his newest 
proposal wouldn’t allow for proper funding of 
bikeways in his district. 
"Your 
proposal 
scuttles 
these 
plans 
completely," he told Steward. 
Slater added: 
"You’ve been dragging your feet for the past 
few years on bikeways and pedestrian ways — 
and I’m tired of it." 
Beattie 
then 
observed 
that 
Steward’s 
proposed program "seem s to be one in which 
bikeways is bogging down. " 
Beattie said he felt "we should take a good 
look at putting some of the fines and forfeitures 
money” in Steward’s departmental coffers 
"into bikeways." 
The Lompoc board member said that while 


$500,000 of such a fund might mean “7 or 8 cents 
on the tax rate," there could be more criticism 
for leaving out vital county services than there 
could be about the tax rate. 
Beattie — speaking at a budget work session 
of the board — said he has been experiencing 
"pressure ” in his home district in Lompoc to 
get bikeway programs under way which are 
designated on the General Plan. 
Steward told the supervisors that while facing 
inflation his department is also visualizing a 
"leveling off of revenues from the main sources 
of revenue of the road fund " He said these are 
traffic fines and forfeitures, and state tax funds.

transportation issues, Steward asked if the 
board wished to boost funds available for road 
improvement and safety projects including 
bikeways by restoring 50 per cent of the traffic 
fines to the road fund. 
Also placed before the board for its future 
consideration was a choice of distributing the 
SB 325 revenues on the existing road mileage 
formula or by the formula of unincorporated 
peculation Slater observed his Third District 
would drop from $193,241 on estimated mileage 
basis for 1975-76 to 161,149 on a per capita basis 
under Steward’s figures 
Slater claimed that by providing Santa 
Barbara Transit District with a lion’s share of 
the funding in the area under SB 325 little was 
left for bikeways and pedestrian ways 
Assessor says computer will

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Kissinger probes Sadat 
on Egypt compromise 


CAIRO (U PI) — Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger met President Anwar Sadat today to 
find out how much Egypt will compromise in 
exchange for a new Israeli m ilitary withdrawal 
and said he definitely plans to return to the area 
next month. 
“ I definitely plan to come back,’’ Kissinger 
said in answer to a newsman’s question whether 
he would return in March. It was the first time 
the secretary confirmed he would make a 
second trip in his current diplomatic efforts. 
Diplomatic sources said Kissinger would 
come back to the Middle East the week of 
March 9 
Kissinger flew to Cairo from Tel Aviv, where 
he asked the Israelis for a new "act of faith" to 
achieve an interim agreement to settle the four- 
war, quarter-century conflict. 
Kissinger pledged to the Israelis that the 
United States "w ill not knowingly sacrifice 
Israel to the considerations of great power 
politics." 
The secretary said his nearly 10 hours of talks 
in Israel Monday and Tuesday were exploratory 
and not conclusive. He called them "very 
constructive and useful ” 
On arrival in Egypt, Kissinger said, " I am in 
this area to see what I can do to make progress 
towards a just and lasting peace and to take the 
next step on that road as soon as possible." 
The secretary and his wife Nancy drove 
directly from the airport to Sadat’s rest house 
on the Nile, 18 miles north of Cairo, for a 
working lunch. 
Sadat greeted Kissinger with a "Hello, 
Henry," and the two men embraced and kissed 
on both cheeks 
Asked whether he expected a second-stage 
Israeli withdrawal on all fronts, Kissinger said, 
" I cannot make any predictions now. 
" I am here to see what I can do to make 
progress toward peace." he said " I am always 
optimistic " 
Before leaving Tel Aviv, Kissinger said he did 
not "attempt to reach any final conclusion this 


trip but rather to explore the basic principles." 
" I w ill now go to Egypt and I will have similar 
discussions with the Egyptian leaders," he said. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Alton saw 
Kissinger off at Ben Gurion airport near Tel 
Aviv and said the Kissinger-Israeli talks were 
"prelim inary" but "very constructive." 
"There may be different approaches to how 
this interim agreement should be achieved and 
what should be the result of it," Allon said. 
"But once we start we must stick to the 
initiative and until we get positive results with 
great patience and good will of both sides. ” 
Kissinger planned to talk with Sadat today 
and Thursday and to bring the Egyptian leader’s 
ideas back to Israel after the discussions and 
after a brief stop in Damascus, Syria. 
The secretary is trying to find room for 
compromise in Sadat’s often-expressed refusal 
to issue a declaration of nonbelligerency unless 
there is a total solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 
Israel wants such a declaration in return for 
giving back at least some of the Sinai territory 
its troops seized from Egypt during the 1967 
Middle East war. The key lands include the 
Mitla and Giddi passes and the Abu Rodeis oil 
fields. 
The semiofficial Cairo newspaper A1 Ah ram 
said today Egypt would end its state of war only 
as part of an overall peace settlement involving 
all nations in the region. 
(In Topeka, Kan., President Ford expressed 
hope Tuesday that Kissinger would return from 
his 10-day, nine-nation tour of the Middle East 
and Europe with "some encouraging news" 
about a interim peace pact. 
(Ford said "the possibility exists for step-by- 
step progress" but warned of "a very serious 
prospect of another war " ) 
At a farewell banquet in Jerusalem, Kissinger 
said, "Israel, which was built on faith, is being 
asked to undertake another act of faith. Now the 
process of peace requires another act of faith 
—for all of us " 
South Korea goes to polls 
to cast ballots on Park rule 


SEOUL, South Korea (U P I) 
— Millions of South Koreans 
voted today in a controversial 
referendum on the one-man 
rule of President Park Chung- 
hee. the nation s strongman for 
14 years 
Opposition political parties 
and religious organizations ac­ 
cused Park of rigging the 
constitutional plebiscite and 
urged voters to boycott the 
balloting 
Park vowed to resign if 
voters reject his two-year-old 
constitution in the "yes" or 
“ no” 
balloting 
The 
constitution gives him wide 
powers 
and 
downgrades 
parliament. 
Election officials said about 
half the 16 million eligible 
voters cast ballots in 
the 
morning without incident. The 
officials said the turnout was 


expected to rise sharply before 
the polls closed at 6 p.m. 
Park, accompanied by his 
eldest daughter, Kun-hae, cast 
his ballot in a polling station 
near his official residence, the 
Blue House 
The president, who came to 
power in a 1961 coup d’etat, 
proclaimed 
the 
constitution 
two years ago under martial 
law He has since cracked down 
on political groups that opposed 
it, by mass m ilitary trials. 
A final tally of the vote is not 
expected to be made known 
until late Thursday afternoon, 
but the general trend of the 
vote will be available early 
Thursday 
morning, 
election 
officials said. 


Rep. Kim Young-sam, head 
of the major opposition party, 
the New Democrats, staged a 


32-hour fast at party headquar­ 
ters to protest the election. 
He told newsmen the referen­ 
dum was meaningless because

—was threatened with civil 
war because of the mutiny and 
political strife 


Commanded 
by 
Col. 
Brechard 
Rajoanarison, 
the 
rebels have been entrenched in 
the 
m ilitary 
camp 
of 
Antanimora 
since 
last 
December, when they staged 
an abortive coup. 


Andriamahzo heads a 19-man 
National M ilitary Committee 
that imposed martial law and a 
curfew on the Indian Ocean 
republic after gunmen raked 
Ratsimandrava’s motorcycle- 
escorted limousine with ma­ 
chine gun fire as he drove home 
through a rain storm. 
Ratsimandrava 
was 
hit 
several times and died shortly 
afterward. Two of his body­ 
guards were killed. Witnesses 
said 
two or three of the 
assassins were wounded 
The 
mutineers previously 
belonged to special commando 
units and changed their name 
recently to the Mobile Police 
Group. 
The assassination was only 
the latest in a series of violent 
incidents that have racked the 
country since France gave up 
its colonial rule in 1958. 
Police 
were 
ordered 
to 
strengthen their protection of 
leaders 
in 
the 
drawn-out 
struggle for power between the 
island’s two main ethnic groups 
—the people from the high 
plateau region and those from 
the coast. 
The armed forces set up tank 
roadblocks at key places in the 
capital, ordered citizens to turn 
in all weapons to police and 


banned public gatherings. 
Ratsimandrava, married and 
the father of five, served in the 
French army for five years 
before returning to Malagasy 
when the nation gained in­ 
dependence in 1959. 
Malagasy lies 250 miles off 
the southeast coast of Africa. 
The armed forces took power 
after May, 1972, student rioting 
toppled the elected government 
of Philibert Tsiranana, the 
nation’s first president. 
The island, ruled by France 
since 1885, produces 80 per cent 
of the world’s supply of vanilla.

State noise limits 
unconstitutional? 


Moreoil guard training jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pentagon has announced two 
more m ilitary contracts involving Americans training Arabs 
—but an Iranian general said today the Americans "are not 
mercenaries." 
Gen. Manouchehr Khosrowdad, commander of aviation in the 
Imperial Iranian Army, spoke out in Tehran following the 
Pentagon’s announcement Tuesday of two contracts totaling $169 
million with Bell Helicopter Co. of Bedford, Tex. 
"It is the normal agreement, as any other, for purchase by Iran 
from the United States of m ilitary equipment and services and we 
do not have any direct contact with Bell," said Khosrowdad. 
He said civilian teams now in Iran were training Iranian 
personnel in all phases of use of the Bell helicopter. But he added 
the Americans involved "are not mercenaries —they are experts 
who are sent by the makers of the product to familiarize the 
purchaser with its use." 
Defense Secretary James Schlesinger told Congress in his 
annual defense report Tuesday the controversial use of American 
civilians to train Saudi Arabian national guardsmen and Iranian 
troops in the use of U.S. weapons was recommended by the 
Pentagon. 
Schlesinger explained that because "demand is increasing" 
from the two Persian Gulf countries for U S. m ilitary instructors, 
"we are urging the governments of Iran and Saudi Arabia to hire 
U.S. civilian technicians to the greatest extent possible." 
He said there are 66 U.S. m ilitary advisers now in Saudi Arabia 
and 729 in Iran. 
The secretary’s report was written before last weekend’s 
disclosure that a California firm was hiring American m ilitary 
veterans to train the Saudi national guard, which protects that 
country's oil fields. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California’s noise control regu­ 
lations for single flights at 
airports are unconstitutional 
and 
cannot 
be 
enforced, 
according to a U.S. District 
Court panel. 
But the three-judge panel 
Tuesday reserved ruling on the 
state’s 
laws 
concerning 
cumulative noise levels since 
these ihvolve reducing noise 
over a period of years by such 
means as land-use, shielding 
and 
sound 
proofing. 
The 
cumulative issue, the court 
said, "must await a future day 
of judgment." 
The court kept jurisdiction 
over this issue. 
On the single-event noise 
law, however, the court ruled it 
is "void and unenforceable" 
under the U.S. Constitution. It 
provided for a fine of up to 
$1,000 and possible revocation 
of certification. 
The field of such regulation, 
which involves aircraft flights, 
has been preempted by the 
federal government, the judges 
said. 
Hie suit was filed Nov. 3, 
1972, by the Air Transport 
Association of America against 
five of the 28 commercial 
airports in California. Fourteen 
states filed friend-of-the-court 
briefs supporting the associa­ 
tion’s position. 
The City of Los Angeles was 
among the plaintiffs named in 
the case, even though it also 
was a defendant in the suit. 
Other defendant airports are 
San Francisco, San Diego, San 
Jose and Orange County. 
The aircraft operators and 
their supporters relied heavily 
on a decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court which said the 
City of Burbank could not 
impose a curfew on flights 
from its airport because that 
would inerfere with Federal 
Aviation 
Administration 
regulations. 
The three-judge court, which 
heard arguments July 9, 1974, 
was composed of 9th U.S.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The Senate Judiciary Committee has 
voted to end the threat of arrest or jail for possession of up to an 
ounce of marijuana, enough to roll 20 to 60 cigarettes. 
Under the legislation approved Tuesday, violators would be 
given a citation similar to a traffic ticket and punishable by no 
more than a $100 fine 
Offenders now face felony arrests and up to 10 years in prison 
for marijuana possession, regardless of the quantity, although in 
nearly all cases the charge is reduced to a misdemeanor or 
dismissed and violators “diverted” into treatment programs. 
Senate Democratic Floor Leader George Moscone of San 
Francisco, who sponsored the legislation (SB95), said it would 
make the punishment “rationally” fit the crime. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has said he supports a reduction in 
California's marijuana penalties, which now are among the most 
severe in the nation. 
Opponents said they were worried any action might be 
interpreted as legislative approval of marijuana use, and 
expressed concern over possible health hazards. 
We as adults need to lay down in black and white just what is 
right and what is wrong,” said Lodi youth counselor Audrey Boyd 
in an emotional plea. 
After a day-long hearing that attracted a room full of youthful 
supporters, the committee endorsed the measure on a party-line, 
7-3 vote with Democrats in favor and Republicans in opposition. It 
was considered a major hurdle for the bill which now goes to the 
Finance Committee. 
Previous attempts to substantially reduce or eliminate 
marijuana penalties have failed repeatedly in recent years, being 
either defeated in the legislature, vetoed by former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan or rejected by voters. 
Under the Moscone bill, which was patterned after a 1973 law in 
Oregon, violators with more than one ounce would be arrested but 
could only be charged with a misdemeanor, carrying a maximum 
term of six months in jail and a fine up to £>00 


There would be no increased punishment for repeat violators, 
and after two years police records would be purged of marijuana 
violations. FBI records would not be touched, however. 
Supporters and opponents agreed that the reduction in penalties 
would mean an overall de-emphasis in enforcement of marijuana 
laws, with police and prosecutors feeling it is not worth their time 
to chase down offenders. 
Berkeley Police Chief Wesley Pomeroy said the change would 
free officers to concentrate on hard-drug offenders. 
Although the hearing proceeded mostly without emotional 
confrontations, Moscone lashed out at a Women's Christian 
Temperance Union spokeswoman who wondered aloud if 
Communists were financing pro-marijuana groups. 
Cynthia Nelson of the temperance group’s Northern California 
branch demanded to know who paid the transportation costs for 
out-of-state witnesses testifying in support of the bill. 
“The National Organization for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws,” the senator replied. And then he added, to the amusement 
of the audience, “ I know it wasn’t the liquor industry.” 
“ I thought maybe it came from the Communists,” the woman 
retorted. 
“Same to ‘ya lady,” Moscone said. 
The legislation, which was rewritten and slightly watered down 
only Monday, was supported by the state Btar Association and 
brought no opposition from the important California Peace 
Officers Association or the District Attorney’s Association. 
But it was opposed by Attorney General Evelle J. Younger, who 
submitted a prepared statement saying, “ If your goal is to make 
marijuana legal, then we urge that you show the courage to make 
it legal and not attempt to achieve that goal by weakening and 
complicating the law, and imposing an unnecessary burden upon 
law enforcement.” 
As in previous hearings, the committee received conflicting 
testimony on whether marijuana posed serious health hazards.

Move to stem soaring medical costs 
Brown freezes prepaid health pacts 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
moving to stem soaring Medi- 
Cal 
costs, 
has 
invoked 
a 
“moratorium” on the award of 
any new contracts under the 
embattled prepaid health care 
program 
Acting on the recommenda­ 
tions of a task force of 80 
investigators, he also ordered 
that 30 existing contracts in the 
$100 million-plus annual pro­ 
gram be renewed only until 
June 30 
Brown announced the actions 
at a news conference Tuesday 
and directed that the inves­ 
tigators’ 
findings 
be made 
available to newsmen today. 
He cautioned against expecting 
“scandal 
or 
true 
criminal 
behavior.” 
Brown, 
who 
ordered 
the 
investigation late last month, 
told newsmen he had appointed 
Steven M. Passin, 28, as a 


special deputy director of the 
Department 
of 
Health 
for 
prepaid 
health 
care plans. 
Passin is a former executive of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion 
and 
was one of the 
investigators. 
Under prepaid health care 
plans, an organization, usually 
doctors, contracts with the 
state to provide a full range of 
services to Medi-Cal recipients 
on a predetermined flat rate 
basis rather than billing the 
state later. 
The 
prepaid 
health 
care 
program, included in the Medi- 
Cal reform of 1971, was a pet 
project of Gov Ronald Reagan 
Currently, 
the 
state 
has 
contracts for 53 prepaid health 
care plans with a current 
enrollment 
of 
269,000 
low 
income patients. The cost in 
state, local and federal funds is 
$8 1 million monthly. 
The Health Department re­ 


ported that 30 existing con­ 
tracts will expire between now 
and June 30. These cost $4 9 
million this month and have an 
enrollment of 154,103 people. 
In addition, the department 
has in hand 20 new applications 
from proposed contractors and 
was ready to act on four of 
them immediately when Brown 
ordered the moratorium. 
The 
prepaid 
health 
care 
program, similar to the private 
Kaiser medical program but 
offering more services, has 
drawn fire during the past year 
from 
Legislative 
Auditor 
General Harvey Rose. 
For example, Rose charged 
that only 48 per cent of the 
money spent on prepaid health 
plans went for health services 
while 52 per cent was expended 
on administrative costs such as 
the salaries of people who 
operated them. 
The Health Department dis­ 


puted Rose’s allegations, con­ 
tending he demonstrated an 
“ appalling lack of understan­ 
ding” of the program. 
Brown, who has promised 
“ major initiatives” to make 
Medi-Cal more economical and 
efficient, said the short-term 
renewal of the existing con­ 
tracts will occur while “we 
review the procedures and the 
entire program.” 
“Those were renewed until 
June so that we can put our 
procedures in order to make 
sure that the quality of care 
and the management of the 
program meets the legislative 
requirements,” he said. 
Brown said the concept of 
prepaid health care plans was 
“ basically sound” and “we 
ought to try to make it work.” 
He said whether this could be 
done was an “open question” 
but, “We’ll expand the pro­ 
gram if we can make it work . ” 


CHP may escort speeders across state 


SAN BERNARDINO, Calif 
(UPI) — In the old West, the 
sheriff would escort legally 
troublesome characters to the

The California Highway Pa­ 
trol, reviving and expanding 
this tradition, intends to escort 
drivers all the way from Los 
Angeles to the Nevada state 
line, more than 200 miles, to 
keep them from speeding 
Frustrated by its inability to

percentage of motorists to obey 
the 55-mile-an-hour national 
speed liipit on high speed 
desert 
roads, 
the Highway

"We re pulling for Cabrillo to beat Lompoc. 
Sapp said indicating that the Warriors’ goal 
now is simply to make the CIF playoffs. 


The Conqs will represent the league as the 
number one team, regardless of the outcome of 
the next two games. 
The Conqs passed a big test last night, coming 
from as much as six points behind late in the 
third quarter, to win on a court that Righetti 
hasn’t lost on since opening night of the season 
Carlton Roberts led the way for Cabrillo, as 
he had the best offensive night in the Northern 
League this season His 28 points surpassed 
Dave Valentine’s (Arroyo Grande» 27-pomt 
game < which came against Cabrillo).

Wayne 
Meshejian, 
a 
physics 
instructor 
at 
Longwood 
College 
in 
Farmville, 
Va , 
thinks 
there could be, possibly 
because of “ some kind of 
external 
energy 
source 
under the water.” 
He said Monday signals 
from 
polar-orbiting 


weather satellites of the 
National 
Oceanographic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration have been 
blocked 
out 
over 
the 
Triangle. 


But Jack Glover, an 
assistant 
technical 
director with the National 
Environmental 
Satellite 
Service, 
said 
he could 
guarantee it’s nothing in 
the 
Bermuda 
Triangle, 
anymore than there’s a 
hole in the North Pole as 
some people think ” 
Meshejian feels he has 
hit 
on 
something 
that 
cannot be explained away 
that easily 


“ We’ve 
been 
plotting 
satellite pictures for three 
years,” he said. “ For the 
last 
two 
the 
NOAA 
satellites 
have 
been 
misbehaving It’s not just 


my receiver. Anyone in 
range will notice ” 
Meshejian 
said 
the 
satellites transmit a clear 
picture followed a fraction 
of a second later by an 
infrared one. The delay is 
caused 
because 
the 
infrared picture must be 
stored 
momentarily 
on 
magnetic tape inside the 
satellite. 


He said that while the 
first picture is unaffected, 
the taped one is wiped off 
his receiver during times 
beginning 
when 
the 
satellite is at a latitude 
just south of New York and 
stopping near Cuba —over 
the Bermuda Triangle. 


Meshejian 
said 
he 
encountered the problem 
with the NOAA 2 and 
NOAA 3 satellites, but so 
far not with the NOAA 4 


launched 
about 
five 
months ago to replace 
NOAA 2 when it stopped 
working altogether. 
But NOAA 3 also worked 
fine over the Triangle —for 
a time 
“ In the beginning there 
was nothing wrong.” he 
said 
"T h e n 
the 
disturbance lasted half a 
minute, then a minute, 
then it was blocked out 
entirely.” 
Glover said the signal 
strength could have been 
weakened by interference 
from the Wallops Island 
Station, caused by reading 
out data while the satellite 
was overhead. Perhaps, he 
suggested, 
another 
satellite is interfering with 
the signal. 
Lloyd Tourville, a NOAA 
official at Wallops Island, 
also doubts the satellites 


are malfunctioning 
“ No way,” he said. “ We 
would have caught it a long 
time ago. Thousands of 
people pick them (satellite 
pictures) up, anybody with 
an antenna We look over 
the data coming in very 
carefully for anything of 
environmental 
significance.” 
But Meshejian contends 
there 
is “ no 
way 
the 
visible 
photograph 
is 
interfered with by other 
impulses” and adds that 
telemetry and electronic 
synchronization

from the satellite interior 
are also wiped out.

H a rrie t 
B eech er 
Stowe was autom at­ 
ically accepted as the 
proximate 
cause of 
the Civil War after the 
appearance of Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin But he is 
a very considerable 
presence in Great Bri­ 
tain His work-in was 
what made him in­ 
stantly famous 
What then happened 
was that he entered the race for Rector 
of Glasgow University.

Jimmy Reid, squishy-soft communist 


Now the process of electing a Rector 
of a university m G reat Britain is one of 
those eccentricities for which there is no 
counterpart in any other nation It is a 
kind 
of 
celebrity-contest, 
which 
is 
sometimes won by a locally popular don, 
but might as easily be won by Yoko Ono, 
if the students are of the mood to do that 
kind of thing In 1972 they were, and they 
elected 
Jim m y 
Reid 
What 
was 
scandalous about the vote w asn't that 
they had elected a labor union organizer 
— in England nowadays that is the 
equivalent of electing a director of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank Jim m y Reid is 
special because, in addition to being a 


labor union member, and author of the 
famous work-in, he is a functioning 
official of the Communist Party of 
G reat Britain 
The great moment arrived for his 
inaugural speech It lasted 45 minutes, 
and he spoke without notes At the end 
everyone in the hall — students, alumni, 
faculty, even the press — stood up and 
gave him an oyation. 
One wonders how it is possible in a 
civilized country to cheer a person who 
is a m em ber of the Communist Party 
over 
which 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
undisputed control. I bring cheerful 
tidings The ovation for Jim m y Reid did 


not necessarily suggest any such lapse 
in moral judgment. Because Jimmy 
Reid, though a Communist in good 
standing in Great Britain, does not 
hesitate to criticize the Soviet Union. He 
protested the usual things — the tanks in 
H un ga ry , 
the 
i n v as i o n 
of 
Czechoslovakia, 
the 
censorship 
of 
Solzhenitsyn. 
Asked whether this jeopardizes his 
standing in the Party, he replies as 
though the question were utterly foolish, 
lacking in any historical plausibility. It 
is 
more 
important 
to 
note 
the 
fragmentation of Soviet discipline than 
the 
evasiveness 
of 
an 
English 


Communist who acts as though there 
never was a time when Joseph Stalin 
dictated his commands to the Party in 
England. 
Jimmy Reid has run several times for 
a seat in the House of Commons, and 
always he has lost, lost heavily, even 
though — as he puts it — his popularity 
in Scotland is “greater than Bonnie 
Prince Charlie’s.” One deduces that 
there is, notwithstanding the romantic 
and libertine gratification of adoring a 
real live member of the Communist 
Party, a residual reluctance to send one 
such to Parliament Jimmy Reid may 
easily dismiss the excesses of Stalin as 


irrelevant to a genuine pursuit of 
Communism. The voters of Scotland are 
prepared 
to 
settle 
for 
the 
safer 
alternative of Democratic Socialism. 
Even so, Jimmy Reid emerges as the 
most conspicuous western symbol of a 
Communist official who has apparently 
got 
away 
with 
a 
quite 
explicit 
repudiation of Moscow. What is left over 
is merely the usual socialist boilerplate. 
Most prominently featured, in Jimmy 
Reid’s, is that inclination to a class- 
translation of all problems which is 
harmonious 
with 
Marxist 
analysis. 
Jimmy Reid wants to cut down the 
richer people in England, never mind 
whether doing so helps the poor people: 
it helps the rich people too, he explains. 
In doing so, he reveals that he has 
autocratic 
leanings, 
in 
pursuit 
of 
socialist moralism, which make him, if 
not a Communist in good standing, at 
least a socialist in good standing. 
One tends to forget the leverage of the 
extremists 
For much of England, 
Harold Wilson is a socialist disaster. 
For Jimmy Reid, he is a socialist 
charlatan. 
“Don’t 
believe for one 
minute 
that 
that man 
is a 
real 
socialist,” he advised me. “I find that 
very reassuring,” I replied, which no 
doubt Jimmy Reid dismisses as a 
typical act of class-antagonism.

For Vietnam again? 


WASHINGTON - iN'EA» - At a 
recent diplomatic 
gathering 
I 
was 
introduced to a businessman from South 
Vietnam The host identified me as a 
newspaperman “ Oh yes, the press," the 
Vietnamese said, looking down into his 
refreshm ent glass, "and why do you 
hate us so?" 
1 
i g n o r e d 
t he 
question at the time as 
bizarre, but ponder it 
now As the Commu­ 
nists 
increase their 
v 
ferocity in the South­ 
east Asian nation, and 
leaders there predict 
doom if U.S. aid is not 
immediate, the busi­ 
nessm an ’s 
wonder 
becomes quite reason­ 
able: 
His fate, his family’s, and the future of 
society as he knows it hangs by a 
gossamer thread of public relations A 
generally hostile U.S. press may yet 
destroy the m an’s dreams, beliefs and 
even his life. 
I say hostile and he says hate Perhaps 
his 
term 
is 
closer 
to 
the 
truth. 
Whatever, the sentiment is not confined 
to the media commentators, but rather 
is passed on to same in the form of news 
and argum ent by that segment of the 
American public which, unprecedented 
in the nation’s history, has come to 
dislike this Asian ally more than any of 
our enemies. It is not just U.S. non- 
mvolvement these anti-South Vietnam 
people covet, nor for that m atter peace 


and peace alone, it is the complete 
destruction of South Vietnam as it is 
now constituted. 
There is no doubt ample reason for 
many Americans to look on South 
Vietnam with a wrinkled nose. At least 
40,000 U S families lost relatives there, 
and every taxpayer continues to feel the 
burden of a U.S. compliance that when 
all past and future costs are considered 
totals about $400 billion in fees. Besides 
this, it almost goes without saying, is 
the as yet unpatchable split in the 
American experience caused by the 
Vietnam hemorrhage. 
Yet hatred seem s excessive It was 
U.S. leadership not Vietnamese that 
committed so many American lives and 
dollars to the grave. One can deny 
further com m itm ent with honor and 
wisdom, but to deny it in the hope and 
prediction that the denial will m urder 
South Vietnam is a form of political 
genocide. That nation did nothing to this 
which deserves cries for its slaughter. 
This is not to 
imply that South 
Vietnam is anything more than it is — a 
sinkhole of corruption, largely, where 
demands never cease for the common 
m an’s sacrifice But measured against 
most of the nations in the world (112 of 
152 of which are considered to be less 
than free by Freedom House, Inc) it is 
not so dark As freedoms go, actually, 
the Saigon government at least rates 
above its adversary to the north, which 
allows no open elections, no labor 
unions, no student demonstrations and 
no 
independent 
newspapers. 
South 


Vietnam 
may not 
be 
a 
model of 
Jeffersonian democracy, but today as 
for the past 30 years there is no 
movement north of a people who would 
seek any reasonable escape. 
And make no m istake that in term s of 
barbarian too, the South < if only because 
it has been so carefully scrutinized by 
world opinion i m ust be preferable to its 
antagonists I recall as a reporter in the 
war coming across a U.S. 
trooper 
unfortunate enough to be isolated from 
his unit by the Viet Cong The man was 
stripped of leg skin, mutilated in the 
crotch, blinded, and shot close range 
through the head The allies had periodic 
My Lais the other side did such as 
policy. 
I adm it here to a distaste for this 
pondering. Reflections of aberrations 
are never pleasant, writing again about 
Vietnam is a chore.

I doubt the gain of giving 
South Vietnam another dime. And yet I 
hope for its future. They should do it 
alone now, succeed or fail; the only 
thing we still owe that nation is our 
continued best wishes.

Work opportunities 


Spurred by the impetus of federal 
funds, 
various state agencies have 
embarked on projects providing jobs for 
the unemployed. Past experience with 
such programs have often exhibited a 
tendency to indulge in “ busy" work. The 
need to put people on the payroll 
overwhelms with the result much of it is 
a paper shuffling operation with no real 
purpose. 


Whether the current program s have 
taken such a course is not yet known for 
the efforts are too young to put a handle 
on their values. But those charged with 
the responsibility should be looking in 
directions 
which 
will 
engage 
the 
workers 
in 
necessary 
functions 
of 
lasting benefit to the public. 


Some of the best areas for government 
"pump prim ing” are those which are 
otherwise neglected for the lack of 
urgency. 
Among 
these 
are 
record 
keeping and preservation of documents, 
historical research and collation of 
information 
including 
indexing 
and 
cross indexing. 
For all its pretentions to having a 
colorful 
and 
notew orthy 
history, 
California has been far from diligent in 
preserving its records of that history. 


Not 
that 
the 
need 
for 
record 
maintenance isn’t recognized. One of 
the acts of the first Legislature charged 
the Secretary of State with the duty “ to 
classify and safely keep and preserve all 
public records... documents... and other 
writings... in any wise connected with 
the civil, military or political history of 
California." That law was signed by 
Governor Peter H Burnett on January 
5,1850. 


Despite that charge it was nearly 100 
years before the Secretary of State did 
much more than receive and warehouse 
the records. For many years they lay 
gatherng 
m ildew 
and 
otherw ise 
deteriorating in the basement of the 
Capitol. 


In 
1946 
the 
late 
Professor 
J N. 
Bowman was engaged to establish the 
archival program His efforts to obtain a 
proper building and equipment essential 
to the restoration and preservation of 
documents were frustrating. It was not 
until 1956 that a m akeshift loft in an old 
building was provided and another ten 
years 
before 
lam inating and 
other 
equipment was obtained. 
In 
the 
m eantim e 
Bowman 
was 
succeeded by Dr W.N. Davis, Jr., who, 


for 
the 
past 20 years, 
has 
been 
struggling to put the archives in order. 
Understaffed, with a crew of 11 just 
managing to keep up with current 
workloads, he estimates it would take 
two full time archivists ten years to 
make a substantial dent in the backlog. 
His case is not much different than the 
State’s Legislative Library which, with 
a staff of nine headed by Irene Stone, is 
burdened with backlogs of indexing and 
cataloguing of reference material. 
The wealth of information contained 
in the materials in these agencies, their 
value to those studying the past for 
guidance in making decisions for today, 
is nothing if such records are not 
preserved and properly catalogued to 
make them readily available. 
In the past the state has benefitted 
from 
work 
programs 
instituted 
to 
combat unemployment. Variouds WPA 
projects were used for state historical 
research and documentation. It would 
seem most appropriate to take full 
advantage of the opportunity to utilize 
funds now federally granted in the 
improvement 
of 
the 
archives, 
legislative library and similar programs 
which have been shelved for so many 
years.
